To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 

of  the  Borough  of  Loughborough 

Your  Worship,  Mrs.  Menday  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  my  35th  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  your  Borough. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  was 
11,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  15  compared  with  20  in  1970. 
The  average-  for  the  five  years  up  to  and  including  1971  was  16.6 
compared  with  13.0  for  the  five  years  up  to  and  including  1970. 

The  provisional  figure  for  England  and  Wales  for  1971  was  18.0,  Of 
the  11  deaths  mentioned  above  five  were  due  to  causes  operating 
before  birth,  namely,  congenital  defects  and  prematurity. 

40  cases  of  measles  were  notified  compared  with  30  in  the 
previous  year.  If  the  pattern  of  previous  years  had  continued  one 
would  have  expected  a  considerably  greater  number  of  cases  than  this, 
and  it  would  appear  that  the  measles  vaccination  programme  is  having 
an  effect.  34  cases  of  infective  hepatitis  occurred,  all  but  three 
in  the  age  range  5  -  24.  There  was  one  death  from  meningitis. 

Heart  disease,  malignant  disease  and  cerebrovascular  disease, 
in  that  order,  were  the  major  causes  of  death.  Of  the  total  of  448 
deaths  323  were  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  and  of  these  200 
were  over  75  years  of  age. 

I  indicated  last  year  that  the  survey,  repair  and  maintenance 
of  the  existing  stock  of  housing  and  the  environmental  improvement 
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of  the  older  parts  of  the  town  would  make  increasing  demands 
on  the  resources  of  the  Health  Department,  and  this  prediction 
has  been  fully  borne  out  by  events.  Unless  the  other  health 
activities  of  the  department  are  to  suffer,  an  increase  in  the 
staff  to  carry  out  the  work  appears  essential. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Health  and 
Housing  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year.  I  am 
indebted  to  Mr.  Healey,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  much 
of  the  work  of  canpiling  this  report  and  to  all  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  willing  co-operation 
during  the  year.

Ante-natal  Clinic 

With  the  implementation  of  the  policy  of  attachment  of  midwives 
to  the  various  groups  of  general  practitioners  in  the  town,  the  need 
for  the  ante-natal  clinic  has  disappeared  and  it  was. discontinued. at 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  relaxation  classes,  however,  are  very 
popular  and  well  attended.  They  are  combined  with  talks  and 
demonstrations  on  various  aspects  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  and  the 
care  of  the  newborn  infant,  and  give  the  expectant  mothers,  especially 
those  for  whom  this  is  a  new  experience,  greater  confidence  and  help 
to  allay  any  fears  they  may  have  about  the  impending  event.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 

Section  47  -  Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of 

care  and  attention. 

Under  this  Section  the  Council  is  empowered  to  apply  to  a 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  order  for  the  removal  to  a 
suitable  place  of  a  person  who  is  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  is 
living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  not  receiving  proper  care 
and  attention.  A  certificate  that  such  action  is  necessary  must 
be  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Investigations  were  made  into  a  few  cases  during  the  year  and 
in  two  of  these  it  was  necessary  to  take  formal  action  for  removal.

The  water  supply  in  the  Borough  has  been  both  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity  during  the  year.  The  sources  of  supply 
of  the  treated  water  are  subject  to  regular  sampling  and  all  results 
have  been  satisfactory.  61  samples  of  raw  water  and  93  of  the 
treated  water  were  found  satisfactory  on  bacteriological 
examination.  25  samples  examined  chemically  also  proved 
satisfactory.

In  addition  to  the  above  mains  extensions  a  booster  pump  at 
Nanpantan  Reservoir  was  brought  into  use  in  October  1971,  with 
the  effect  of  increasing  pressure  generally  in  Loughborough 
during  the  daytime  hours.  The  increase  in  head  has  been  of  the 
order  of  30  to  40  ft.  of  water,  which  has  made  a  noticeable 
improvement,  particularly  in  the  town  centre. 


It  is  intended  to  commence,  during  the  coming  year,  the  laying 
of  an  18"  trunk  main  connecting  with  the  new  River  Dove  Water  Board 
Aqueduct  at  Dishley  on  the  north  side  of  Loughborough  and  continuing 
as  a  12n  and  10"  ring  main  round  part  of  the  north  and  west  side  of 
Loughborough.  These  proposals,  when  completed,  will  considerably 
improve  the  general  supply  in  Loughborough,  maintaining  a  more 
constant  pressure  at  all  times .

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 


Food  Complaints 

A  total  of  42  complaints  were  received  from  customers  during 
the  year  concerning  foods  found  to  be  unsound  or  unwholesome  due 
to  moulds  and  foreign  bodies,  such  as  wire,  nails,  grit,  etc., 
embedded  in  such  foods.  All  were  investigated  by  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  ascertain  the  cause  and  to  avoid  a  repetition.  The 
time  spent  appears  to  have  been  fully  justified  as  office  records 
show  no  instances  of  a  recurrence  of  similar  complaints  and 
punitive  action  under  Food  legislation  is  thereby  obviated. 

Customers  are  invariably  seen  by  your  officers  and/or 
representatives  of  the  food  manufacturers  concerned,  and  the 
circumstances  giving  rise  to  their  complaints  explained  and 
appropriate  action  and  preventive  measures  taken.

Land  shall  not  be  used  as  a  caravan  site  for  more  than 
28  days  within  a  period  of  twelve  months  without  a  site  licence. 

In  one  instance  of  illegal  stationing  of  caravans  on  a 
smallholding  it  was  necessary,  in  order  to  establish  an  unbroken 
chain  of  occupancies  by  certain  caravanners,  to  record  daily 
inspections  of  the  land. 

This  demand  on  the  services  of  Public  Health  Inspectors 
seemed,  at  the  time,  to  be  unnecessarily  onerous. 

RFGULATSD  PREMISE 
Pet  Animals  Act  1951 

Five  applications  have  been  received  during  the  year  for 
a  licence  to  keep  a  pet  shop  at  specified  premises  under  the 
above  Act,  which  regulates  the  sale  of  pet  animals  and  the 
condition  under  which  they  are  kept  for  sale.  Annual  licences 
were  granted  in  each  case. 

Clean  Air  Act  1956 

Four  prior  approvals  were  given  during  the  year  - 
1  for  installation  of  furnaces  and  3  for  chimney  height  proposals. 

Riding  Establishments  Acts  1964  and  197Q 

There' are  two  premises  licensed  as  riding  establishments 
which  are  subject  to  annual  veterinary  inspection  and  local 
conditions  incorporated  in  the  licence. 

Under  the  new  Act,  notice  boards  giving  information  in 
the  event  of  fire  risks  must  be  provided.  No  persons  under 
the  age  of  16  years  are  to  be  left  in  charge  of  premises  or  of 
riders  who  are  not  competent,  and  insurance  cover  for  Third 
Party  risks  in  respect  of  the  horse  riders  must  be  taken  out. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963 

The  Council  licensed  one  person  to  keep  a  boarding 
establishment  for  cats  and  small  pets  (not  dogs)  under  this 
Act,  which  is  concerned  with  the  safety  and  well-being  of 
such  animals  boarded  out.

HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION 

During  the  year  1971,  little  work  of  a  practical  nature  has 
been  undertaken  due  to  staff  reorganization  in  respect  of  the 
Improvements  Section  of  the  Department.  However,  considerable 
thought  was  given  to  the  possibility  of  recommending  to  the  Council 
that  a  system  of  registration  be  adopted  to  assist  in  the  locating 
and  controlling  of  these  premises. 

It  became  obvious  during  the  summer  months  that  the  rate  of 
increase  in  this  type  of  dwelling  was  accelerating,  and  that  on  a  ' 
present  staffing  basis  it  would  be  difficult  to  locate  and  control, 
and  the  Council  accepted,  in  principle,  a  report  suggesting  that 
the  staff  of  the  Inspectorate  be  increased  as  and  when  Mr.Crossley, 
the  present  student  Public  Health  Inspector,  qualified.  It  is  hoped 
that  when  the  registration  scheme  is  adopted,  together  w/ith  the 
addition  of  one  inspector,  that  a  more  practical  control  can  be 
instituted .

Improvement  work  under  this  Act  gained  momentum  during  the 
year  helped  by  national  and  local  publicity.  This  was  reflected 
in  the  need  to  appoint  a  Technical  Assistant  and  secretarial 
assistance  to  help  the  Housing  Improvements  Officer. 

Qualification.  C  u^tif icat  es  - 

The  issue  of  these  Certificates  has  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
most  time-consuming  duties  of  the  Housing  Improvements  Section, 
with  the  number  of  fresh  applications  being  double  that  received 
in  1970  i.e.  234  as  against  117.  Each  dwelling  has  had  to  be 
inspected  for  repair  and  amenity,  but  it  is  felt  as  a  reflection 
on  the  common  sense  administration  of  the  standards,  that  very  few 
objections  have  been  received  from  either  landlords  or  tenants 
where  work  has  been  requested.  Close  liaison  with  the  County  Rent 
Officer  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.

General  Improvement  Areas 

The  highlight  of  1971  was  the  declaration  of  the  first 
General  Improvement  Area  containing  almost  500  houses  in  the 
Too  thill  Road  area  of  the  Borough.  A  public  exhibition  and 
meeting  was  held  in  the  area  at  which  well  over  300  residents 
heard  potential  schemes  explained.  The  National  Building  Agency 
has  been  engaged  to  formulate  details  of  a  scheme  for  environmental 
improvements  in  the  area.  A  show  house  is  being  prepared  in  the 
improvement  area  for  public  exhibition. 

Also,  during  the  year,  the  Loughborough  Draft  Town  Plan  was 
published  which  indicates  other  areas  suitable  for  area  improvement. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  already  people  in  these  areas  are 
considering  forming  residents’  committees  to  press  their  claim  for 
early  action. 

Individual  Improvement  Grants 

An  important  aspect  of  improvement  work  is  a  lively  personal 
approach  on  receipt  of  enquiries.  Owner-occupier  and  private 
landlords  must  be  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  improvement 
grants  in  suitable  cases  if  the  housing  stock  throughout  the 
Borough  is  to  be  improved,  and  short  term  clearance  avoided. 
Surprisingly,  it  has  been  found  that  many  owner/ occupiers  and 
private  landlords  are  completely  ignorant  of  the  sub-standard 
condition  of  their  houses,  and  are  somewhat  reluctant  to  improve 
to  a  high  standard  when  advised.  Every  encouragement  should  be 
given  therefore  to  attract  private  capital  into  this  type  of 
housing  and  this  is  now  helped  with  a  better  rent  return. 

Further,  the  Corporation  have  this  year  approved  the  payment  of 
grants  for  space  heating  and  kitchen  extensions  in  suitable  cases, 
in  addition  to  what  is  normally  accepted  work  for  grant  aid. 

The  amount  of  time  spent  on  housing  advisory  work  by  Public 
Health  Inspectors  has  been  considerable,  occupying  a  high  proportion 
of  staff  time  very  often  without  immediate  results  but  producing 
a  large  amount  of  goodwill  amongst  tenants,  landlords  and  the 
various  professions.  It  is  an  essential  service  which  is  in 
constant  demand.
